Thanks  Brian,  Couple  questions  /  requests: 

While  the  event  organizers  are  responsible  for  notifications,  I  believe  that  the  Committee 
has  the  authority  to  require  the  organizers  to  expand  the  notification  area  based  on  their 
assessment  of  the  impact  to  the  community  and  provide  proof  of  that  notification  prior  to 
issuing  a  permit.  Can  you  confirm  that  that  is  the  case?  I  have  a  call  into  the  Councilman's 


office  for  clarification.  Anika  said  they  have  no  responsibility,  I  agree  it  needs  to  be  followed 
up  on. 

Can  we  ask  LAPD  to  include  The  Broad  folks  directly  on  their  communications  so  it  does  not 
need  to  go  through  us?  Request  has  been  made. 

Are  the  folks  from  the  Broad  on  the  Committee  distribution  or  did  we  just  forward  the 
invite?  I  believe  that  the  councilmember's  manages  who  is  on  the  committee.  Again  -  I'd 
like  to  make  sure  that  The  Broad  is  directly  receiving  invitations  rather  than  routed  through 
us.

Hi  Carol, 

According  to  my  note  I  was  going  to  find  out  the  following: 

•  What  is  the  length  of  time  for  permit  approval  and  notifications?  -  Will  vary,  no  standard 
length  of  time  for  approval,  notifications  are  via  the  permit  committee  members  voting  on 
the  permit  and  the  people  or  company  putting  on  the  event.  It  is  up  to  the  event  coordinators 
to  inform  their  neighbors  or  folks  directly  affected. 

•  What  is  the  length  of  time  to  get  a  street  closure  permit?  -  No  standard  time  frame,  will  vary 
depending  on  the  event 

•  Rich,  Jason  and  Kolter  wanted  to  be  included  on  all  street  closures  notifications  from  LAPD  - 1 

have  forwarded  all  notifications  we  have  received  to  date 

•  Why  we  were  not  informed  of  the  big  events  in  the  area?  -  this  has  to  do  with  the  event 
coordinators  notifying  their  neighbors.  Anika  Ostin  with  the  Street  Closure  Committee  said 
they  are  not  responsible  for  notifications.  (She  has  left  her  position  and  no  replacement  has 
been  named  at  the  time  of  this  email) 

•  Street  Closure  Committee  -  Rich  wanted  to  be  included  on  the  meeting  going  forward,  I  sent 
an  invite,  Rich  went  by  the  meeting  was  moved  from  the  Media  room  with  no  notification 
and  he  could  not  find  the  June  meeting. 

•  Is  there  a  city  website  in  regard  to  special  events  for  Downtown?  - 
http://specialevents.lacitv.org/SpecialCalendar  website  was  located.  Please  wait  30-45 
seconds  for  the  events  to  show  up.  You  can  click  on  each  event  and  all  the  information  for 
that  event  will  open.
